We hold that belter results generally can be secured by more careful 


inspection or supervision which means that a man well trained in practical 


educational methods should go into every school room in Ihe city, judge of 


the wort done there not only as it appears in Ihc class room, but in 


reference to lasting results, then criticize what is wrong or defective an 
have it remedied at once.

We had no intention to criticize the teachers of Lowell. 
If they were 


not as a whole faithful and hard working teachers the results would'not be 
as good as they are under ihe go-as-you-please system now in force. 


We hold that better results generally can be secured by more careful 


inspection or supervision which means that a man well trained in practical 
educational methods should go into every school room in the city, judge of 
the work done there not only as it appears in flic cluss room, but in 
reference to lusting results, then criticize what is wrong or defective and 
have it remedied at once. 


Were such a system of supervision in force all the teachers would do 


better.work, and those who are now working in ruts or ncqlpctimr the 
essentials for the non-essentials would soon change. The whole"question is 
one of getting the school board fo allow the superintendent to do his duty by 
giving him the authority and holding him strictly responsible for result's. ' 


Supt. Whitcomb's statement at (he meeting of (he school board on 


Monday evening was illuminative of the methods at present, it, force in the 
schoo! board. He said in effect he had always sou-rhf the cooperation of 
the grammar masters in running (he schools but hnd not always been able 
to obtain it. The lack of this cooperation was an injurv to the. schools he 
said. He had been criticized for not being able to command the loyalty of 
the grammar masters, but he allowed that "it he could not command' he 
bad shown at least, f h n t he could obey."

arts. 


"We frequently hear people speak of 


"Vocational education versus cultural 
education.1 There Is no sense. In that, 
and never has been. Anything that la 
'cultural' Is brought about in the last 
analysis by cultivation. 
It is a 
fact 


that If a man can speak well, we look 
upon him as being educated, more than 
If ho can do something with his hands, 
and that Is Incorrect. 
Culture comes 


from doing well what you havo to do; 
it makes no difference whether you aro 
learning book-keeping or getting a few

"Wo frequently hear people speak of 


•Vocational education versus 
cultural 


education.' There Is no sense In that, 
and never has been. Anything that Is 
'cultural1 is brought about In the last 
analysis by cultivation. 
It is a 
fact 


that if a man can speak well, we look 
unon him as being educated, more than 
If ho can do something with his hands, 
and that is Incorrect.
